Questions have been asked, what the newly 
formed European Nations League is all about. 
Following a brief Explanation: 

The rejuvenation of National Team Football - and 
the UEFA Nations League, stems from the desire 
of UEFA and its 55 Member Associations, to 
improve the quality and standing of National 
Team Football.(Interland wedstrijden) 

UEFA and its Associations wanted more meaning 
in National Team Football, with Associations, 
coaches, players and supporters increasingly of 
the opinion, that friendly matches are not 
providing adequate competition for their National 
Teams. 

Following the results of those discussions: 

...# The format of the UEFA Nations League 
features promotion and relegation. 

...# The 55 European national teams have been 
divided into four Leagues, A, B, C and D in 
accordance with UEFA's rankings of 11 October 


2017. 


...# League A includes the top-ranked sides and 
League D includes the lowest. 

...# There are 12 teams in League A; 12 teams in 
League B; 15 teams in League C; and 16 teams in 
League D. 

...# In each league, four Groups are formed (three 
or four teams in each Group) and teams play each 
other both home and away. 

...# In League A, the top League, the 4 Group 
winners will play in the Nations League Finals. 
There will be two semi finals; and one match for 
the third and fourth place decider; and one final to 
decide which team becomes the UEFA Nations 
League Champion. 

Teams can also be promoted and relegated to a 
higher or lower League. Each Group winner, 
(there are four Groups in each League), is 
automatically promoted to the next higher League 
for the next tournament. Except for League A, 
who will go on to play in the Nations League 
Finals. 

Each team that finishes last in its Group, is 
automatically relegated to the next lower 
League. 

Matches would take place on dates on the 
International match calendar, that are currently 


allocated for international friendlies and would 
not affect the FIFA World Cup or UEFA 
European Championship. 

The first tournament began in September 2018, 
following the 2018 FIFA World Cup. The four 
Group winners from League A qualified for the 
finals, to be played in Portugal in June 2019. 
Four nations, one from each League, will also 
qualify for the UEFA Euro 2020 finals. 

Results so far for the Netherlands: 

They scraped into League A (12th) and then 

drew France 
and Germany. 
Against 
France they 
lost away 2-1 
and won at 
home 2-0; 
against 


Germany the Dutch 
won 3-0 at home and 
drew 3-3 away. 

They won their Group 
on goal average. 

The 2019 UEFA Holland-Germany 3-0.

Their down to earth ways prevent the Dutch from getting all caught up in this 
fuzzy, romantic, somewhat commercial day. There is no need for it (their 
opinion, not ours), and the Dutch feel like this day made its way over the Atlantic through films and 
television series’. We have heard that secretly Dutch women would love to get bouquets of roses, but they 
don’t really expect it (or maybe just have lowered expectations?). I hear you thinking: ’’Does romance not 
exist in the Netherlands then? Well, of course it does, but dating is definitely different over here. So, here’s 
a quick guide to dating the Dutch way”. 


Not wasting time. 

We all know how the Dutch love efficiency; their dating ways are no different. Both the men and women 
won’t appreciate it, if you’re playing games with them. If you’re not interested, that’s fine but say so, don’t 
lead someone on or disappear into thin air.

Zoetermeer is a City and a Municipality in the 
Province of South Holland. It was a small Village 
until the late 1960s, as it had only 6,392 
inhabitants in 1950. 

By 2018 this had grown to 125,000, making it the 
third largest population centre in the province of 
South Holland, after Rotterdam and The Hague. . 
The name Zoetermeer (Dutch for "freshwater 
lake") refers to the former lake, which was 


reclaimed in 1614 and was situated North of the City. Because the name literally translates as "Sweet 
Lake", local residents have dubbed Zoetermeer "Sweet Lake City". 

History: 

In the tenth century, Zoetermeer was a small Settlement primarily home to farmers and fishermen. In the 
13th century a Village centre was formed, which still exists as the historic ’’Dorpsstraat”. At the Northern 
edge of the City is the "Zoetermeerse Plas"; this artificial lake was created when tons of sand were needed 
to lay the foundation for new housing development, and the area North of Zoetermeer was a good source 
for this product. 

Until 1935 the centre was split into two Villages, Zoetermeer and Zegwaard. 

Zoetermeer began to grow, when the first train service started around 1868. 

However, the real growth started in 1966, when there was an urgent need for more 
houses outside The Hague. 

Although contemporary Zoetermeer has the 
image of a modem City, there are still 
remnants of the past. Like the old Village 
Centre with its small houses and the Old 
Church, with its late medieval 15th-century 
clock tower (the present wooden top was 
built in 1642). 

Lake Dobbe divides the old town from the 
new Town Centre, with the medieval 
Village Centre on one side of the lake and 
the modem high-rise and skyscrapers on the 
other side. 

New Town Centre: 

The construction of the new Town Centre of Zoetermeer actually started only in 1981, to serve as a 
shopping and administrative heart of the City. It followed modem urban planning principles, placing 
parking garages, some storage facilities and a light-rail station on the ground level, which is covered by 
pedestrian- and bicycle-only area, with shops on the lower floors and apartments above them, to ensure the 
Town Centre does not die out outside of the business hours.

Parks: 

Zoetermeer has many parks, the biggest being the "Westerpark" on the west side. It is almost as large as 
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The IT City of Zoetermeer 



Plenty of room for various activities in the “Balijbos” (Balijwoods) West of the City. 


Central Park in New York. Other notable parks are the 
"Buytenpark", the "Aldo van Eyckpark", the "Binnenpark" 
and the "Van Tuyllpark.” 

The "Zoetermeerse Plas". There is a beach along one side of 
the lake and a marina on the other. Wind- and kite surfing, 
sailing and fishing are the most popular activities on the lake. 

On both the west and east side of the City, forests are being 
planted, called "Balijbos" (west side) and Bentwoud (east 
side). These forests are intended to form a natural barrier 
between The Hague and Zoetermeer. 

Economy: 

Zoetermeer is a true IT city, with modem infrastructure, a highly digitised Centre called ”het Forum” that 
houses City Hall, as well as many schools that offer IT-related education. Given the large number of IT 
companies with branches in Zoetermeer, like Siemens, which has its Dutch Tech Campus in Zoetermeer, 
and Toshiba Medical Systems Europe BV, it's not surprising that 20% of the population of Zoetermeer has 
an IT-related job. 




Entertainment and Recreation: 

SnowWorld. 

SnowWorld was the first indoor ski slope made of real snow in Europe, opened in 1996. It now has three 
slopes, of which the 200-metre slope is the longest. Plans are being made to extend this to 300 metres. 

Since December 2016, SnowWorld attracts over a million visitors each year, making it the most important 
tourist attraction in Zoetermeer. 

Dutch Water Dreams. 

Dutch Water Dreams is an artificial Olympic wild water rafting circuit. It is a copy of the one built in China 
for the 2008 Olympic Games and is mainly used for training by European rafting teams, and also for team 
building and recreation. Dutch Water Dreams also has an indoor Flowrider Centre. 

Silverdome. 

Silverdome is an indoor Olympic ice skating track and convention centre. It is used as a training centre for 
the KNSB, the Dutch Olympic and world championship ice skaters. Outside the skating season it is used as 

a convention centre and concert hall and for large raves, i ~ ~ ~ 77 77 ... ^ . 7
